Are you calling Richard Nixon a liar? 
inquired the reporter. Yes, replied the 
Congressman 

And so went the telephone conversation 
with Congressman Robert L. Leggett 
(D-Vallejo). In accusing the President of 
spreading a falsehood, he referred to the 
CBS News program ‘A Conversation with 
the President’ aired last Sunday, January 
2, in which Nixon stated that discussions 
had been exchanged several times at the 
Paris Peace talks over the possible 
withdrawal of all American forces from 
Southeast Asia for the exchange of 
American POW’s now in North Vietnam. 
Nixon said in the interview with 
correspondent Dan Rather that the North 
Vietnamese and the NIf had _ totally 
rejected the offer. 

But, in fact, claims Leggett, the United 
States has never offered such an exchange 
and failed to act or even discuss at Paris a 
proposalby the Communists to do just 
that? exchange American POW’s for the 
withdrawal of U’S. forces from 
Indo-China. Leggett terraed it “a fantastic 
reversal of the truth” and “far from 
rejecting this trade, the other side has 
offered to do it.” 

Leggett, who went to Paris last May to 
talk to the North Vietnamese and the 
NLF said that he had received an offer 
from the North on May 31 offering the 
exchange. The North Vietnamese then 
made the same proposal on July | at the 
Peace talks table, Leggett went on, “they 
repeated the offer more times than I can 
count.”’ But the odd thing according to 
the Central Valley Congressman, is that 
mthe U’S. has never responded to thi:

Leggett added further that he sent a 
Mseries of letters to Secretary of State 
Rogers, and President Nixon asking 
whether or not this proposal, or any 
response to the North Vietnamese had 


Over 1500 California women have 
joined in a class action suit against the 
1967 California Therapeutic Abortion 
Law. Claiming that any abortion laws 
interfere with a woman's constitutionally 
protected right to “life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness,” the women seek to 
make abortion a simple medical practice 
governed only by state professional and 
health codes. 

Initiated by the Women’s Abortion 
Coalition (WAC) in San Francisco, the 
suit is modeled on similar suits in 
Connecticut, New York, and Rhode 
Island. A total of fifteen such class 
actions are pending across the country. 
maClass action allows any number of 
Mm otherwise unaffiliated people to petition 
the courts as a group. 

The 1967 law, although more liberal 
than past laws, still requires — the 
certification of two psychiatrists and a 
physician that a woman’s physical or 
mental health would be endangered 
without an abortion, or that the 
pregnancy resulted from rape or incest. 
m Furthermore, any abortion must now be 
performed in a licensed hospital (rather 
than a clinic or doctor’s office,) within 


twenty weeks of conception. The WAC 
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been made. He requested from the Statee 
Department any information on the 
subject. IF it was classified as secret, to 
put a ‘secret’classification on it and send 
it to him. The response from Secretary of 
State Rogers was no, the question had 
never been asked of the North 
Vietnamese by the U.S. 

The Communists did reject an American 
proposal to ‘float’ out of Vietnam, a 
dradual withdrawal, because, as one 
observer put it, “they don’t trust us, and 


with good reason.” What annoyed 
Congressman Leggett was “IF we can 
make this offer just before election time, 
why can’t we make it now?” Nixon did 
indicate that some kind of proposal for 
withdrawal, coupled with POW release 
might be made later in the year. 

Leggett also indicated that a reporter 
asked the Communists in Paris about 
their exchange proposal, and that they 
had been vague in answering inquiries 
with regard to continued mutual aid to 


the Saigon government, but were firm in 
the release of POW’s. 

In a press briefing on Monday in 
Washington, a reporter asked a White 
House spokesman about the NIxon 
statements on Sunday. The spokesmen 
refused to answer the question. But in 
another question he did admit that one of 
the objectives in the latest Nixon 
administration policy in Vietnam is to 
protect the South Vietnamese regime. 
But this according to Leggett, is in direct 
violation to national policy, since the 
Masfieid Amendment, passed by the 
Congress and signed into Jaw by Nixon, 
states that the only reason we will remain 
in INdo-China is to secure the release of 
American POW’s, at which time we are 
supposed to set an immediate date to 
withdraw American forces from the Asian 
war zone. 

Congressman Leggett demanded, ““Now 
here’s the really important point. Is our 
position on the trade ‘yes deal’ or is it ‘no 
deal’? I challenge President Nixon to say 
we will withdraw all military personnel 
from INdochina if the other side 
guarantees the safety of the withdrawing 
troops and agrees to give back all the 
prisoners as we go.” 

Legget, a member of the HOuse Armed 
Services Committee, asserted that the 
Nixon Administration plans to stay in 
Southeast Asia, (Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia) until the Saigon government is 
stable. A period of time that could 
amount to forever. Leggett further 
accused Nixon of attempting to “suppress 
the fact that a fair negotiated settlement 
is dangling ther right in front of us 
waiting for us to grab it.” 

He also indicated that he would make a 
series of correspondence on the matter of 
release in the near future between his 
office, the Secretary of State and the 
White House. 





Suit filed against 1967 abortion law 


and its co-plaintiffs, believing that a 
woman is not going to harm herself 
unnecessarily, find any restriction on 
abortion to be an infringement on her 
rights. They hope to have over 3000 
co-plaintiffs when the suit is filed in 
January. 

In order to demonstrate to the Court 
that many women of child bearing age are 
vitally concerned with this issue and 
support the Class Action Suit, they have 
been collecting co-plaintiff signatures. To 
date they have received almost 1500 
signed co-plaintiff forms from California 
women. They want to add greatly to this 
number as a forceful too! in convincing 
the State of California of the hardship 
and injustice imposed on women by the 
current abortion lass. They want to 
emphasize that all women of child 
bearing age can be co-plaintiffs (they 
need not have had or now be seeking an 
abortion); no court appearance is 
necessary and there is no obligatory 
expense

The Women’s Caucus demands affirmative 
action by the Academic Senate on the resolution 
passed by the Student Affairs Subcommittee. We 
oppose the recommendation by the Student 
Senate because the issue involved is a campus 
policy issue and we would like the Academic 
Senate to assume their responsibility. More 
importantly, we feel that “‘herstory”’ will support 
our contention that human rights and the 
amelioration of minority oppression have not been 
granted by a plebescite. Instead, social change has 
often occurred only when leaders have been 
willing to make unpopular policy-decisions in 
order to bring about that change. 

The cries of “violation of students’ rights’ use 
an emotional argument that is not applicable here, 
as cries of “violation of freedom of speech” are 
not applicable in justifying a return visit of William 
Shockley. Freedom of speech, the examination of 
ideas, is, of course, essential. It is the supposed 
history of this country that whenever any social 
issue was examined by the people, arguments pro 
and con were scrutinized, that freedom of speech 
was a principle involved and valued. But always, at

some point, especially when human rights and 
dignity are at stake, a choice between pro and con 
must be made: in the case of slavery, historically 
and currently, the choice is either racism or

liberation. In the Thirteenth Amendment we have 
made that choice: LIBERATION. The campus 
advocates of irresponsible free speech would have 
us re-open the debate, celebrating the nation’s 
racism. We reject that notion, and by the same 
token, demand the discontinuation of celebrations 
of sexism on this campus, i.e. “beauty contests.” 

This is not a student's rights issue; it is not a 
trivial issue; and it is not an issue of freedom of 
expression. Since it is an issue of sexism, beauty 
contests have to be dealt with in the context of 
contemporary societal inequities that go beyond 
the borders of SSC. Beauty contests symbolize the 
exploitation and oppression of women in this 


society. ALL women are entrants in beauty 
contests by virtue of being women and are judged 
and forced to judge themselves on the artificial 
criteria that these contests perpetuate. 


These criteria include: one, standards of beauty 
that most women cannot meet; two, narrowing the 
avenues of achievement by defining physical 
attributes as women’s primary asset; and three, 
reinforcement of competition among women for 
the approval of men (which isolates women from 
each other and from realizing their true identity as 
human beings rather than sex objects). Such 
standards lead to the objectification of women. 
When society at-large, or an individual, is free to 
view other human beings as objects, for instance. 
when whites view blacks, men view women, and 
Americans view Indochinese somehow less human 
than they themselves, then the lynching of blacks, 
raping of women, and the napalming of 
Indochinese can occur with impunity. 


As the policy-making body on this campus 
delegated control over use of its funds, facilities 
and personnel, the Academic Senate must decide 
that such objectification of women through 
beauty-personality contests are demeaning to 
women and men. Thus we ask for your voting 
endorsement of the Student Affairs Subcommittee 
resolution of November 12, 1971, without 
alterations.
